C/1 Arriving in Novorossiysk Outer Harbor during the dark hours, our 


radar operators were amazed to find that the radar scope did not 
reflect any pips, but merely showed luminous dots, discolored 
areas, and the outline of the shore appeared as barely visible 
for only a few seconds. The phenomenon was not limited to a 
given sector of the scope but encompassed 360 degrees. They 
therefore deduced that it was not a matter of interference from 
some other radar set nearby but was caused by absorption of the 


radio waves emitted

l) Petroleum Pier - Storage Facilities 

C/l As is known, half the Petroleum Pier is of masonry and the other 
half is made up of an old German merchant ship, sunk stern-to the 
pierhead. There is no storage depot of raised tanks in the 
petroleum area. The product is transported to the place either 
"by railroad trains arriving from inland, or by Soviet motor 
tankers which have brought it from other Black Sea ports. Near 
the shore end of the pier there are underground tanks which hold 
a reserve to be used in case the trains or ships are late. How- 
ever, their capacity is low and quickly exhausted. 

The system used for loading motor tankers is not regular, al- 
ternating between tiie high of loading when the railroad tank 
cars or ships arrive, from which the product is tapped directly, 
to a low of being suspended without notice if the trains or ships 
are late.
